Before another year haa pasted, 
England and India will he hound together, and 
an eitewion to Anitralia and China will not be 
a Tory diAcult undertaking, Bubetsinfcially, 
therefore, the telegraphic system of the world 
will he completed aa soon a* the opposite shores 
of (he Atlantic Ocean have once been effectually 
united. It rest, with the Garertmest to deter- 
mine eravethei this grand consummation ia to he 
arrived at in our time or is our children'!. The 
conditions of the problem have been ascertained 
it no email coat, and it ii pro red. almost frith 
certainty, that the enterprise u feeaible : but it 
u no lew clear that, when the risk is taken into 
account, the pecuniary proirpoeu arc not suffi- 
cient to command the capital which is necessary 
for jueceu. On this pies the Company have 
appended to the Government to grant them the 
assistance which hu already been ron- 
to the Red Sea Company — nr., a gua- 
rantee of interest on the amount which it may 
be requiiite to raise fur the purpoac of laying 
another cable. 

Omrtuaenta art naturally alow to listen to 
such application*. All the maxim* and tradi- 
tions of office are opposed, and, as a general rule, 
wisely opposed, Tn a system of guarantees 
and subsidies. Commerce ii left to take care 
of itaelf, which it certainly does, upon the whole, 
more effectually than any Minister could do for 
ft. Then the fear of expense, and the still more 
potent dread of creating a precedent, are some- 
what difficult to overcome ; and, altogether, 
Hist* ITS few Ires enviable tasks than that of 
hiving to aoucii the assistance of Oorcmmcnt 
to in enterprise supposed to he of public mo 
rnenl. It ts quite right thai this should be so, 
and that every applicant for exceptional favour 
should be compelled to make ont a spec ill title 
to uaiatMice. But it appears ta u* tint the At- 
lantic Telegraph Company are in n position to 
clsim a relaxation of the general rulo. Notwitli- 
stttnding the alleged existence af a rival Com- 
pany, with half its capital subscribed, it is well 
understood in commercial circlet that the under- 
taking will not, and cannot, be carried out by 
private enterprise, even with the money market 
s« easy a* it now is. There arc better invest- 
ments to be had, and money will not, without 
some fresh inducement, he forthcoming to Lay 
another eos.l)y cable in the bed of the Atlantic. 
The capital which mi obtained for the first 
attempt was not subscribed as t mere investment 
Hope, of profit doubtless had their influence, 
but the enthusiasm with which so grand and 
startling I project was) welcomed, and a very 
legitimate feeling of pride in contributing to its 
success, had quite as much to do with the tssla- 
blishraeotof the company as any purely com- 
mercial calculations. Mast seatimenU become 
slightly burlesque when they are delivered from 
the emc chair of justice ; but the aldermmic 
shareholder nho publicly declared from the 
beach his outoi faction at lis' inc. as a member 
of the Atlantic tympany, sunk itlOWi .t 
the bottom of the ae*, gave expression 
to the real fueling to which the company 
mainly owed its existence, A total loss of 
£400,000, however, ii enough to damp the ge- 
nerous ardour of any set of men, and no more 
funds can be looked for until hard-headed cal- 
culators shall pronounce the telegraph a good 
investment. At present they can do better with 
their money ; and ii is notorious that evert the 
less fornuaVble undertaking 0 f the Kod Sea 
Company w.m not able to attract subscribers 
until Ihe Government guarantee was obtained. 

If it la once admitted that without Govern- 
ment _eid the scheme must « Unease, little need

sent thenuelvea ; but now it is not only proved 
that s cable may be laid and worked across the 
Atlantic, but it is ascertained that, beyond the 
mere risk of fracture from the violence of the 
•raves, then are no very serious hazards to be 
met, An inert*** of strength and buoyancy in 
the cable will greatly dimmish this solitary 
danger, and what re mains may be effectually 
nullified by employing clastic machinery, instead 
of allowing the cable to bo strained and torn 
by the direct force of a ship of SOW tons 
pitching in a atarmy tea. The beat evidence that 
tho experience already gained has reduced the 
dangers within moderate com peas is the fact 
that competent contractors have offered fo bear 
two- thirds of the entire risk of laying the cable ; 
and aa the remaining third could probably be 
covered by insurance, 'the guarantee could in- 
volve no actual liability, except in the unlikely 
event of the proceeds of the business falling 
short of 41 per cent. 

All the great eommercisl towns have with 
apparent unanimity memorialised the Govern- 
ment on behalf of the enterprise ; and the 
members of the Royal Society, the British Asso- 
ciation, end other seienriSe hodies. headed by 
the names of Sir B. Brodle, Professors Owen, 
Faraday, and Wheatstone, bale joined in urging 
the same request. The subject is one on which 
commerce and science have an especial ri^ht to 
be heard, and we believe that nothing would 
give moregeaeral satisfaction than the announce- 
ment that the Company which so bravely faced 
all the hazards of a novel enterprise was once 
more put into a position to complete the work 
in which it so narrowly missed success.

FfLAHCB, 
( aVam Ms Jreaaoaaasr, January H.J 
Tar nattering report of tba condition Of the Flench 
finances, presented to the Emoeror some weeks ago by 
M. Mavne. the Minister of Fbisnre, had been looked 
forward to with great hopes by ■prculstora io public 
seenntios, It had nosed out lor some weeks before, 
as our intelligent Pari* correspondent man than one* 
remarked In his weekly communication*, that the re- 
port miuld be very favourable,— to much ao, that it 
could not fail to produce a good impreaairjn upon die 
Bourn, The report came. No ana will deny that it 
presented a most BoarUhkig aspect.— thom-h it. groat 
length, Its flowery language, and in some respects its 
obscurity, were calculated to deprive it of no small 
abtre of the effect it mijrhl otherwise bare had. In. 
tclllgibilit y in matters of business ia the lint necessity - 
■uccincBicsa. the neat. The strcnir pniots simply arirl 
a bo to all clearly, stated, in financial documents 
always make them moat elective. To surround them 
with verbiage, in it Hagne'a manner. Is to rob theea 
of half their fores. It creates a suspicion not 
untrequsaitly well founded, that there is aamethina to 
be hid ty the cloud or dust. But if there was one 
favourable point which that report established with 
tulersbW clearness, it was the impreaaion which it was 
calculated to produce that the income snd expendi.

In timei past il required men uf dome mark 
lo battle with dur AtlminiairaLiuni. We found 
it neceaaary Ut penil men ialu the (Council avhrrtt? 
]ionitioo and af ipiirementt were a eouiiter- 
iioipf: to the B'eiKht of ofHciji] authority — who 
hi<l siifh n ptandiu^ in the commtinity 
as lo emnoiajul tltf- utteniiou of the Ministers 
of the Crown whenever they remnnAlrnted on 
hehiilf of the people. Hut, happily, that 
epuili is past. AVe havi> now nothitu; 
to fear from the Drittpib Crown. All tbotc re- 
ilrtainla Anil influence* whieh might be iop- 
noied to eheek the encrgj of the popular mind 
have ceased. iVv have a constitution io 
hroatl and comprebenaive tli.pi it idmita of 
everything 1 We liave a ayatcm of Govern- 
ment no duel i le and no t-apahle of being taken 
to pie™ and constructed at iileaatire that there 
ia nothing lo fear in handling it ; and thus 
men, who cannot claim to be cmptoyad in 
any oilier Tocjutan, may pei" fan -i ihii Hatful 
aenice to th» nountr)'. They may repre- 
Jcnl the lerue of 111* people. They may 
furnish. the element* of aumininttntlion. 
They may watch over the public funds with the 
sagacity and penetration which belong only to 
men who know how Kafegtinrtlh may be eluded, 
and how an ingenious mind can aoeceaafully 
overcome all the ohatructkuu which the 
jealousy or precaution of others may have 
interposed. 

We nee. Tot instance, men whose commercial 
career baa been stamped with considerable 
doubts — who have not been deemed remark- 
ably honest in their tranaactimii ; who have 
often had to struggle againit the Importunity of 
creditors, nnd who have lometimes found relief 
under the protection of the Court of InKilrency — 
we see them, discharged from obligations by the 
mercy of the law. now nrepared to eipresi their 
gratitude by undertaking the office of law- 
givers ! 

Their assistance will be most valuable I Tbey 
will lie enabled to ci plain the operation or our 
commercial nystem ! The outcry wc have often 
heart! for reforms they will be better able to 
aaawer than awn who have all their lirea paid 
their way and who know nothing of the derange- 
ments of buiincdii but in the tthape of losses. A 
commercial code which ii constructed by men 
who know »U the interstices of human affairs 
will be comprehensive anil effective ! We may 
presume thai, having no longer an inlereit in 
warding off the importunity of creditors, tbey 
will be willing to make amends for the looses of 
which they have been the innocent occasion by 
curtailing the facilities both for debt and dis- 
charge ! 

We shall have in the House a considerable 
Dumber of ptmom who arc thoroughly familiar 
with the Cuatorni laws, anil with everything re- 
specting the attribution of spuituou. drioki. 
No doubt many at the losaea we hav* expe- 
rienced in this department have arisen from the 
incompetence of the administrators. Men bred 
U Eton, or who bare nerved in tkei 
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Thus 

it has happened yjrrhapa for years thai 
the country fau been plundiWl-^hrtKigh 
the genteel dullness of one part of the UoTern- 
nteht, and the frnndtilent connivance of another. 
How fortunate for th? country rbnt wc should 
have men who know all the windings of the 
Cunoms— who arc acnuainled wilh every creek 
and hay — who arc aware of all the risks 
ihrtiitgti wdirh goods are ■■ run " — who cotrfd put 
iheir finger upon the spot where in former lime* 
fortunes have been made ! It is precisely «ieb 
person* whose practical sagacity will enable as 
to detect a thousand forms of ftaud, nf which 
men differently trained wbould have no con- 
cept ion. 

We have (lie busim is of education to dis- 
cuss. It has been one of great iliilvrully. with 
it* tliviih'd sorts , and il is ihe cmbnrt.issmcnl 
of nil candidates who know little mote 
of tmbljf" rdiieiilinii ihati thai Ibere ia one system 
rsUnl Xiitiutiiil sad another called Ilcnomiua- 
tional. ^t^■ tannic cipres. nny confidence that 
wc ahall havi> much arbnlarship in the Assembly, 
but this wc an? snrc of that we shall have men 
who know the unnl of edue stion. We often sec 
l.iiiiiiiuK il[ii»lrntiiillKof lhi» spirit by whieh they 
will he uwuaicd in die humbler classes. A man 
wlt.p has been nell ivlucatcd. if hu drain down 
i"»o » mi in posiiion. Hnding his etlu- 
lati™ has done nothing for him, is 
apt to think nioru of mechanical ikill 
aad pfiyjiieal slrengih, and to neglect the 
ini rib dual in) lure t)l his fliildren: whereas we 
nfirii see men who are unable either lo read or 
wTtte— wbii find through life the -litTlcullit's 
whirh beset Hiirli iiuapat ily — nu Soulier lwcomc 
possessed ul nealtli iltan ihey place their chil- 
dren si good KChools lo train them in the higheT 
walks of knowledge; Often th r? - ohtain but a 
lttMtr reeomiiciise. and the hulf-cdueaicd and 
lalf-gcnteeliiod son becomes aahamcd of ihe 
homely speech and habits of his loving parent. 
W.« sbntl find iti the House tl.nl wnitt of educa- 
tion in ninny of its meoihen will stiinulale thorn 
lu pmmnlc il, anil ihat Ihey wdl think no rust 
loo greal In nuke I lie ncii generation belter 
than I he present. 

Then, wli.it sil mi cable pmleetiirs of the ppjblic 
credit, and ihe national resources will be those 
men who have no pcrsonul intcresl in them:— 
who know hniv W live from hand ta mouth. 
History umkes mention or ihe msnellous worth 
of Asnst.n Mvrvhi , who. lo t time of great 
corruption, w.ifi round incorriipUble, and who 
jirinluretl to tlie Minister alio was anxious to 
bribe him — the bone of his shoulder of mutton. 
We cannot in a c.mnlry sll hut lropir*]es|>er1 ir 

fiiriiluce such illustrations, but wp mav have at 
east Ihe pivantage of men who pan" legiilate 
disinletestedlv upon the malorisl resourees and 
inlerests ut the countn- frnm having no part or 
participation in the mntior. 

It is one of the suhlimcsl discttverips of 
modern tiincs. and bus been embodiisd daily in 
pojiular tlieories of tiovenimenl, that the only 
men who can fairly administer the national 
wcalih. or who nn walch over the material 
interests of the people, arc men entirely disen- 
cumbered from such cares, and who air content, 
like the mendicant friars of old, to give their 
wisdom, Kransc). and labour in reftirn fnr iheir 
sranly pittance of daily bread. A country so 
fiinunataly fircumstauced inusl prmpr-r : Thi 
galhering assemhly uhfih looms ii 
the distance must strike with admira- 
tion and reverence the gane of the world ? 
Whut simple ctoqucnec ' What eatended 
views uf sociely! What forecast of thought! 
What independence of local prejutlieei '. What 
deep anxiety to purge the 0<jTemrac«t from 
even Ibo suspicion uf corruption ! 

We have said thai the late Aasembly 
exhibited attong marks of . or™ [nihility Wp 
have been asked to show an instanee-^to poin) 
out the man with the bribe-— to tell the KmiSdp'r. 
atiuo by which he was one to aueat lo the 
opinions of (he Government of Ihe day. 
Prohably ihe limos are past when a turn of 
secret-'Service money will be placed st 
the disposal of anv Ministry. Tint what 
we understand by corruption ia that 
the whole machinery uf Ouvemmrnt will 
be brought tu bear unto, the eoncenlratian of 
votes in favour of the Minister nf the day— (hit 
nothing shall be done bul with a view to Par- 
liamentary inleresU and that ail who lit on the 
side of liic Government should feel that ther 
share in the distribution of patronage and place 
«s the reward of their steady adhcrenoc to the 
laonl of the Assembly. That is what we mean 
by eoiTupdjon mil not the distribution of £4 
notes. 

The electioneering movement*, however, may 
set us all at case. Al alt events if the now 
Assembly has tu be bought, looking to the an- 
tecedents of those who arc likely to comptMH it 

— the purchase ought not to be at o very high 

0&,< 

I w a private com muni cation ritihlifthed in yester- 
day's HrraU, a correspond cnl poiflts out that 
there is a quantity nf land open ul the present 
time for free wlcctiun, anil indicates Kuigbly the 
localiliei where the lots arc to be found. But 
it may be naturally enquired why it should ever 
rest with private persunr. lo t'uid out these factA? 
Why should not such effective official methods 
of publicity be adopted as wotdd give the full ill 
information la the public, and not leavs it open 
for any one tu disinter the facts from their 
official seclusion, and publish them almost aa if 
they were a dhicovery ? The effpet of any sys- 
tem of land laws depend) a good deal on the 
admimistralion, and thus it is that the same 
system in force in the different colonies 
seems to produce very iliOrent result*. 
The public memory is a short one, nor can any 
one keep in mind what extent of land hai passed 
the hammer at the Government auction. It is 
all open for free selection, but the bulk of jIm 
people remain ignornnt of the fact. It is 
that a personal application st the land o 
and a study of the plans, would famish any one 
wilh the information. Bul comparatively fcw 
have the leisure or the opportunity to do this, 
and the records of the land office are to them a 
dead letter. In lie neighbouring colony of 
fiouth Australia, we obaerve that the Oovm- 
mcot bestirs itself to diffuse this information 
over the length and breadth of the 
colnny, so as not to leave il a practical 
monopoly in the hands of the land agent, or 
the eapilalist. Complete list of all the lands 
open for free selection, with their localities and 
prices, are periodically printed in the Get-ra- 
asnat Gauiti. and copies arc sent to all munici- 
palities and district eoiuuala. to be affixed to the 
doors of the court-houses and places of public 
resort, so that everybody who ii anxious to 
know the where about* of unsold but available 
land can easily istrsfy himself- In the neigh- 
bouring colony of Victoria, too, lists an 
published at interval* in the Ontnmml Gssnrtts 
In ■ recent number of that publication we 
observed no fewer than twenty-four pages 
all occupied with describing the lands 

rfoi free selection, — a proof that 
rarrryi most havs been carried 
on pretty hr Iskly. to leive so coniidetibl* a 
fiirpliuj after the demands of the auction INI 



have been satisfied. Colonel Biasr v says that 
in Ihip colony there are al the present moment 
about ttrec thousand three hundred sections of 
land, containing altogether about SBO.IMK) arlrsj 
that have passed the hammer, and are open for 
free selection. liul who knows aaylhing of 
them? Ul the list* of 

puWislW and widely emulated, and nUny of 
the sections will be quickly taken itn. The 



revenue will be the boiler fur it, and in™ fijt 
oocnpatUm of the soil will probably bo in- 
creased. 



It is an sjiomalntis state of things that in 
a colony like this any man should be 
found complaining Ihat he eanhot gat a bit of 
freehold land though he is willing tu pay for it. 
There ought to bo no just ground for such com 
plaints, but it i« impossible for any one to say 
llmt they may nnl be partly founded in truth 
unlca. an ample supply of good land is kept 
constantly upon fur free selection, and a full 
sUitemcnt of the loeiditie, of „„,(, | lin ,l Wepi 
easily accessible to all persons. How many of 
lliote who call out for an altt-miiun of the loud 
lawi, in order that settlement may be 
muted, have really felt the shoe pineh. anil have 
personally been h.inVd in their attempts a 
colonisation, no one can undertake to say. They 
mil)' bo many or lliry may bo few. Hut Their 
Hciry Wullld certainly be liatened lo wilh sua- 
pmiun if half n-million or a million arrcs of ihe 
host and most acrsaihh- land in tho colony 
were constantly kept on lutnil at patehascahle 
for rash wilhont any delay. And this .urt'lv 
WM lie dime if the esisting staff or nurvevor's 
i- judiciously dittrihiiird, ir lands are put up for 
sale .is nofHi st the accuracy or lhc survey is 
dclcrinined, and lints of the iinauld land mr- 
paied and published at onrc. If ihcr.' should 
be any exira demand, ai anv particular lime ut 
place, il would sln-aya be easy to lake on extra 
licensed surveyors to keep pace with it, or put 
nal ii piece to LfmlTacI, for Colonel Mabxk. 
admits that rompcteni men are obtainable 
without much dilfieulty. There might rlol] 
therefore, with such an elalioratc anil eostly 
marhinrry as our Survey Deportment, to he aov 
grounds for just complaints as to the inuhilitv to 
purchase land, anil if the romplafnts are unjust 
it ought, if ptujiible, at once to " 
injustice, 

A slep in the right directi m lias, perhaps, ttecn 
taken by the tsjceot appointment of disttip-t biit- 
veyori, who will, in fan, ae| as loenl represen- 
tatives of the Surveytir-trcneral, and whose 
head offircs, in the rentrcs uf their dislrit tii, will 
berome available fur ihe diffusion of infor- 
mation, and tho receipt nf applications. 
There are ut present some seventy 
land offices seatlercd over the colony", 
but they arc available unlj for the absolute pale 
nf land, and afford no further acciptnnioilation to 
the district* in which they are situnlcd, Itm tl 
rcij tons i hie local superintendent of the purvey 
work, In each or the nrinviual districts of ihe 
colony, ought lo be able to become aequainted 
with every itna fiJt demand far lead In his 
neighbourhood, or even with ihe prospi rt of it, 
and, by » judicious distribution of (lie force at 
his command, ta meel il piomplty. If not even 
to anticipate it. The wanta of the settlers or of 
intending settlers may ihua, perhaps, be salis- 
jtjjj wilhoul the necessity of ledious 
rrpresenUtions to the authorities in town. 
Of of long delays in getting those 
repress ntatiant attended lo. At present 
only fopir sue* distriets purveyors have heca ap- 
pointed, but one-fourth pari of the settled dis- 
tpricli of this colony is obviously urn much for 
•By lUn to look after by namoaatl itttpMron. be 
he ever so aclivc. If the svstem works well, 
and we see no reason whv it' should not. lhc ex- 
isting districts may he Biibilivided, so as to bring 
them more within the scope of feasible super- 
vision. And. if the inspection is found to be 
efficient, it will he quit* possible to apply the 
contrsei system here and there, wherever con- 
■sdi-rnble tracts of hind are available fur survey, 
•nd by this means both economy and prompti- 
tude nuty be obtained. Certain it is, that there 
ia no insuperable difficulty in the war of pro- 
viding a sapcTibundanec of land to meel the 
demand* uf the present population.
